VALENTINE  HAUY,  a  French 
schoolmaster,  about  1784  in¬ 
vented  a  system  of  raised  letters  by 
which  books  could  be  printed,  but  it 
was  not  until  Louis  Braille  in  1829 
devised  another  system  based  on  six 
raised  dots  that  publication  for  the 
blind  was  commenced  on  a  large 
scale. 

In  this  country,  Mr.  J.  Robert 
Atkinson,  a  former  Montana  cow¬ 
boy,  blinded  at  the  age  of  25,  found 
that  the  type  of  books  published  was 
not  on  the  subjects  in  which  he  was 
most  interested.  He  founded  the 
Braille  Institute  of  America,  Inc., 
and  combed  the  East  for  what 
he  considered  suitable  machinery, 
without  success.  Undaunted,  he  re¬ 
turned  to  Los  Angeles  and  enlisted 
the  aid  of  an  engineer  to  execute 
plans  he  made  for  equipment  with 
which  to  establish  a  successful 
printing  plant  and  book  bindery. 

A  stereotyper  was  the  first 
achievement  and  it  operated  on 
much  the  same  principle  as  the  lino¬ 
type  machine.  On  it  the  embossed 
or  stereotyped  No.  5  common  zinc 
sheet  plates  used  in  Braille  printing 
are  made  and  are  ready  for  the 
press  in  the  one  operation.  In  de¬ 
signing  the  machine,  Mr.  Atkinson 
made  possible  the  setting  of  Braille 
in  various  line  spacing.  Next,  at¬ 
tention  was  turned  to  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  printing  on  both  sides  of 
the  paper,  interprinting  as  it  is  now 
known,  and  with  the  successful  per¬ 
fecting  of  this  device,  a  30%  to  40% 


reduction  was  effected  in  the  cost 
of  producing  books. 

The  six  dots  are  collectively 
known  as  a  cell  in  the  printing 
trade,  and  by  combinations  of  them 
no  less  than  63  characters  can  be

formed.  The  dots  are  numbered;  2  5 

36 

and  the  scale  of  type  is  judged  from 
the  distance  from  the  center  of  one 
dot  to  the  center  of  the  next  one, 
both  vertically  and  horizontally. 
This  space  is  but  .090  of  an  inch. 
The  space  occupied  laterally  by  any 
letter  is  .250  of  an  inch  measured 
from  the  center  of  one  dot  to  the 
center  of  the  corresponding  dot  in 
the  cell  immediately  below. 

In  interpointing,  10"  x  26"  plates 
are  used  for  book  work  and  10% " 
X  30"  plates  are  employed  for  maga¬ 
zines.  These  plates  are  folded  in 
the  center,  which  forms  a  double 
plate  10"  X  13"  or  10% "  x  15"  as  the 
case  may  be.  The  double  plate  is 
used  for  the  die  which  prints  on  one 
side  of  the  paper,  and  these  plates 
are  held  in  position  by  a  calibrated 
“head”  which  hangs  on  a  taut  frame 
capable  of  moving  laterally,  and  this 
is  controlled  by  an  escapement  oper¬ 
ated  by  the  keyboard.  This  head 
turns  over  and  is  so  gauged  that  it 
lowers  the  plate  a  fraction  of  an 
inch  so  that  the  second  imprinting 
will  miss  the  dots  on  the  first  sheet 
by  the  veriest  fraction  of  an  inch. 
This,  naturally,  involves  a  matter  of 
very  delicate  alignment  as  the  space 
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between  the  dots  on  one  side  of  the 
page  is  that  which  is  utilized  for 
embossing  on  the  other  side.  If  the 
plate  is  out  of  alignment  as  little  as 
two-thousandths  of  an  inch  it  would 
cause  the  dots  to  blur  —  a  fact 
which  would  be  immediately  dis¬ 
cernible  to  a  blind  person. 

It  takes  from  seven  to  ten  minutes 
to  set  up  a  page  in  Braille,  i.  e.,  one 
side  of  half  of  the  double  plate  —  an 
advantage  not  possible  in  ink  print¬ 
ing.  Naturally,  there  is  a  varying 
number  of  from  one  to  six  dots  in 
the  formation  of  letters  in  Braille, 
and  in  order  to  set  up  a  letter  con¬ 
taining  more  than  one  dot,  all  the 
necessary  keys  are  depressed  to¬ 
gether  to  form  the  necessary  group¬ 
ing  and  arrangement  of  dots  within 
the  one  cell. 

It  is  simple  to  make  corrections 
on  these  zinc  plates.  Dots  printed 
in  error  are  simply  flattened  or 
stamped  out  with  a  hand  punch  and 
mallet.  Any  additional  dots  needed 
though  are  either  made  by  exactly 
the  reverse  action  or  the  stereotyper 
is  so  made  that  plates  may  be  rein¬ 
serted  and  alterations  made  by  it, 
unless  it  happens  to  be  an  error  con¬ 
taining  a  lengthy  omission. 

With  the  completion  of  the  em¬ 
bossing  of  the  first  side  of  a  double 
plate,  the  plate  is  reversed.  It  shifts 
into  the  new  position  by  a  mechan¬ 
ical  device. 

When  the  plates  are  put  on  the 
press  they  are  underlaid  with  mat¬ 
rix  paper  to  obviate  the  dots  on  the 
outside  from  flattening  out  in  the 
embossing  process.  Platen  presses, 
14"  X  22",  were  rebuilt  to  accommo¬ 
date  the  zinc  plates  used  for  book 
work,  and  these  are  able  to  handle 
two  double  plates.  The  double  plates 
are  so  clamped  that  a  hinge  is 
formed  which  opens  and  closes  with 
the  operation  of  the  platen.  Paper, 
cut  to  exact  size,  is  fed  between 
these  plates  and  four  pages  of  print¬ 


ing  are  produced  in  the  one  opera¬ 
tion,  and  all  the  plates  are  stored 
away  for  possible  re-use  as  they  are 
indestructible. 

Proof  is  run  on  a  hand -proofing 
press,  and  is  then  checked  and  re- 
checked.  A  blind  reader  holds  the 
proof  and  reads  through  his  finger¬ 
tips  to  a  sighted  person  with  the 
inkprint  copy.  Then  the  blind  reader 
gives  the  proof  a  silent  reading.  A 
sighted  person  makes  any  necessary 
corrections  on  the  margin  in  the 
usual  manner. 

Sulphate  or  rag  content,  32  pound 
substance  paper  is  used  on  the 
presses,  but  it  is  first  thoroughly 
saturated  with  water  before  being 
put  on  the  press.  This  treatment 
tends  to  make  the  paper  very  flexi¬ 
ble  and  prevents  perforations  as 
well  as  producing  a  smoother  em¬ 
bossed  job.  This  measure  also  serves 
to  preserve  the  dots  so  that  they  will 
withstand  many  readings.  The  Chi¬ 
cago  Library  reported  that  one  book 
had  been  loaned  out  over  a  hundred 
times  and  that  it  was  still  quite 
readable. 

When  removed  from  the  press  the 
pages  are  damp,  so  they  are  placed

NOTES  ON  FHA  LOANS

The  Federal  Housing  Adminis¬ 
tration  program  was  made  pos¬ 
sible  by  the  passage  of  the  National 
Housing  Act  in  June,  1934. 

As  originally  issued  the  regula¬ 
tions  provided  for  the  moderniza¬ 
tion  and  repair  of  homes,  farm 
properties,  office  buildings,  stores, 
factories,  et  cetera.  Credits  were 
made  available  through  cooperating 
banks  and  lending  agencies  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  Federal  Housing  Ad¬ 
ministration  up  to  the  amount  of 
$2,000  per  loan.  The  Federal  Hous¬ 
ing  Administration  has  approved 
more  than  13,000  lending  institu¬ 
tions  and  insures  them  against  loss. 

No  security  is  required  from  the 
borrower  other  than  his  good  credit 
reputation,  backed  by  an  income  as¬ 
suring  ability  to  repay  the  amount 
borrowed  in  regular  monthly  in¬ 
stallments  within  a  five-year  period. 

After  ten  months’  experience  it 
has  been  found  that  the  $2,000  maxi¬ 
mum  amount  credit  available  on 
any  one  loan,  limited  the  possibili¬ 
ties  for  larger  concerns  which  re¬ 
quired  larger  amounts  for  recon¬ 
struction  or  for  machinery  or  equip¬ 
ment  forming  a  necessary  part  of 
the  operation  of  the  business  con¬ 
ducted  on  the  premises. 

Therefore,  in  order  that  the  larger 
concerns  might  also  benefit  to  the 
fullest  extent  and  a  great  impetus 
might  be  given  to  “durable  goods” 
industry,  an  amendment  to  the 
National  Housing  Act  has  recently 
been  passed  by  Congress  and  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  President  which  raises 
the  $2,000  loan  limit  to  $50,000. 
Loans  are  not  limited  to  owners  of 


the  property  but  may  be  made  by 
tenants  providing  their  credit  is  sat¬ 
isfactory  to  the  bank.  Credit  will  be 
available  for  repairs  to  the  structure 
or  for  any  kind  of  machinery  or 
equipment  used  by  the  graphic  arts 
industry  which  goes  to  a  fixed  place 
and  is  a  necessary  part  of  the  opera¬ 
tion  of  the  business  conducted  on 
the  premises. 

The  graphic  arts  industries  is  in 
a  position  to  reap  great  benefit 
through  this  new  and  liberal  pro-’ 
vision  under  the  Federal  Housing 
plan.  A  list  of  improvements  made 
available  through  the  moderniza¬ 
tion  plan  would  include  in  addition 
to  new  machinery,  printing  presses 
and  other  equipment: 

(1)  air  conditioning 

(2)  safety  and  fire  prevention 
equipment 

(3)  rewiring 

(4)  painting  and  repairing 

(5)  ventilating  systems 

(6)  new  flooring  including  any 
applied  floor  covering 

(7)  enlargement  and  improve¬ 
ment  of  factory  building. 

This  is  not  a  comprehensive  list 
but  merely  suggestive. 

All  of  this  work  may  be  financed 
over  a  period  of  five  years  or  less 
under  the  new  provisions  of  the 
Federal  Housing  plan.  The  maxi¬ 
mum  permitted  rate  is  $5  discount 
per  $100  per  annum,  but  in  the  case 
of  borrowers  who  require  amounts 
substantially  greater  than  $2,000  the 
contract  rate  arranged  between  the 
borrower  and  lender  may  be  lower 
than  the  permitted  maximum. 
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The  request  in  March  Graphic 
Arts  Monthly  for  specimen  copies 
of  recent  special  editions  brought 
a  widespread  response  from  rural 
publishers,  out  of  which  the  writer 
has  selected  four  that  appear  to  him 
the  most  meritorious. 

Two  of  these  are  unusually  valu¬ 
able  from  a  historical  point  of  view, 
the  third  is  a  magnificent  showing 
of  the  natural  resources  of  the  pub¬ 
lisher’s  field,  and  the  fourth,  while 
obviously  produced  primarily  from 
a  profit-making  standpoint,  pre¬ 
sents  unique  production  features. 

Space  limitations  prevent  a  de¬ 
tailed  description  of  each,  conse¬ 
quently  all  that  will  be  attempted  is 
a  condensed  catalog  of  each  pub¬ 
lication’s  most  distinctive  points. 

The  88th  Anniversary  Number  of 
the  Victoria  (Texas)  Advocate  leads 
the  field  in  size,  historical  value  and 
careful  planning. 

Dated  September  28,  1934,  the 
number  consisted  of  132  8-column 


pages  organized  into  16  sections  and 
literally  crammed  with  most  inter¬ 
esting  material  (even  to  a  stranger) 
concerning  a  historic  section  of  the 
romantic  state  of  Texas. 

Section  One  contained  general 
news  and  corrections  and  revisions 
concerning  sections  previously 
printed.  A  page  one  feature  was  a 
special  cartoon  by  Segar  showing 
the  famous  Pop-Eye  and  his  friend 
Wimpy  on  the  way  to  Victoria  to 
“congrakulake”  the  Advocate  on  its 
88th  birthday,  and  an  equally  well- 
done  congratulatory  cartoon  by 
Knott  of  the  Dallas  Morning  News 
occupied  top  spot  on  the  same  page. 

Sections  'Two  to  Ten  were  devoted 
to  carefully  selected,  painstakingly 
prepared  and  often  brilliantly  writ¬ 
ten  feature  stories  concerning  the 
history  of  Texas,  particularly  Vic¬ 
toria  county,  illustrated  with  many 
obviously  rare  pictures  and  sketches. 
'These  sections  probably  constitute 
the  most  complete  collection  of  such 
material  ever  presented  in  one  pub¬ 
lication,  as  applied  to  the  Advo¬ 
cate’s  particular  field,  and  as  re¬ 
marked  above,  make  mighty  inter¬ 
esting  reading  even  for  people  who 
have  never  been  in  the  Lone  Star 
state. 

Section  Eleven  was  devoted  to  the 
livestock  and  packing  industries, 
equally  well  prepared  and  pre¬ 
sented.

munity’s  growth. 

Section  Fourteen  was  given  over 
to  the  oil  and  gas  development  of 
the  county  and  its  main  agricultural 
features,  and  Section  Fifteen  told 
the  story  of  the  religious  life  of  the 
county. 

Section  Sixteen  is  probably  the 
most  interesting  to  newspapermen, 
for  in  it  appears  the  history  of  Vic¬ 
toria  County’s  journalistic  enter¬ 
prise.  From  this  section  we  learn 
that  the  Advocate  is  Texas’  second 
oldest  newspaper,  the  Galveston 
News  having  been  established  but 
four  years  prior  to  the  Advocate's 
birth.  • 

Every  section  of  the  huge  edition 
shows  the  marks  of  extremely  thor¬ 
ough  planning,  is  remarkably  well 
illustrated,  and  the  whole  consti¬ 
tutes  a  volume  worthy  a  place  in 
any  history  bug’s  library.  George 
H.  French  is  publisher,  Leopold 
Morris  editor,  and  E.  T.  Clark  ad¬ 
vertising  manager. 

Probably  equally  well  planned  and 
presented  but  smaller  in  size  was 
the  60th  Anniversary  Edition  of  the 
Versailles  (Ohio)  Policy,  produced 
March  7,  1935. 

A  special  feature  not  usually  seen 
in  undertakings  of  this  kind  is  an 
index  to  advertisers  appearing  on 
page  one  of  the  first  section.  The 
whole  paper  is  64  pages  of  seven 
columns  each,  arranged  in  eight 
sections. 

Section  One  featured  general 
news  and  the  overflow  of  local  pic¬ 
tures  from  other  sections.  Sections 
Two  and  Three  told  the  history  of 
Versailles  and  its  pioneers;  another 
good  job  well  done.  The  first  pages 
of  each  of  these  two  sections  were 
in  two  colors,  adding  much  to  the 
attractiveness  of  the  edition. 

Section  Four  featured  the  live¬ 
stock  industry  of  Versailles  and  con¬ 
tiguous  territory,  the  lead  story  tell-

ing  of  the  world’s  champion  pulling 
team  of  Belgian  horses  owned  by 
the  Hole  Farms  at  Versailles. 

Section  Five  described  the  com¬ 
munity’s  civic  growth,  its  municipal 
institutions  and  officers,  and  added 
historic  features. 

Poultry,  eggs  and  general  agricul¬ 
ture  were  the  high  spots  of  Section 
Six,  while  Section  Seven  told  the 
advantages  of  the  neighboring 
towns:  Russia,  Osgood,  Yorkshire 
and  others. 

Section  Eight  contained  more  his¬ 
toric  material  and  stories  of  busi¬ 
ness  success  written  from  a  historic 
and  community-building  angle. 

While  the  commercial  aspect  was 
plainly  soft-pedaled  in  this  produc¬ 
tion,  it  was  liberally  patronized  by 
advertisers  and  undoubtedly  repaid 
the  publisher  for  his  efforts.  It,  too, 
was  very  well  illustrated  and  every 
story  possessed  high  reader  interest. 

L.  J.  Gunckle  is  manager  of  the 
Versailles  Publishing  Company,  and 
Roy  B.  Conkling  is  editor  of  the 
Policy. 

While  not  exactly  a  rural  news¬ 
paper,  the  best  printed  and  one  of 
the  best  laid  out  special  editions  re¬ 
ceived  was  the  1935  Tourist  Edition 
of  the  International  Falls  (Minne¬ 
sota)  Daily  Journal.  This  edition 
consisted  of  a  32-page,  8-column 
regular  edition  with  a  64-page  tab¬ 
loid  insert. 

The  use  of  special  halftone  news¬ 
print  enabled  the  publishers  to  pro¬ 
duce  a  splendid  example  of  news¬ 
paper  printing,  every  halftone  (and 
there  were  hundreds  of  excellent 
ones)  showing  up  in  splendid  shape. 

As  its  title  indicates,  the  edition 
was  devoted  to  portraying  the  spe¬ 
cial  recreational  advantages  of  the 
Rainy  River  and  Lake  sections  of 
Minnesota  and  Ontario,  “the  play¬ 
ground  of  two  nations.’’

surate  with  the  largest  sized  press- 
plate  intended  for  use.  Two  types  of 
whirlers  are  in  use:  the  common 
horizontal  variety,  in  which  the 
plate  is  clamped  in  a  flat  position 
(horizontal)  and  remains  so  through 
the  coating  operation.  The  second 
and  most  recent  type  of  whirler  is 
the  Huebner-Monotype  “Vertical 
Plate  Coater,”  whereon  the  metal 
plate  is  held  in  a  slightly  inclined 
vertical  position.  Advantages 
claimed  for  this  type  of  whirler  are: 
1)  Greater  uniformity  in  the  sensi¬ 
tive  coating;  2)  less  sensitizing  solu¬ 
tion  required  for  a  given  plate  area 
as  compared  to  horizontal  whirlers; 
3)  less  time  required  for  drying  of 
the  coating;  and  4)  less  floor  space 
occupied  by  the  equipment. 

In  addition  to  the  whirler,  either 
a  vacuum  frame  or  a  photocompos- 
ing  machine  will  be  necessary  for 
photoprinting  the  negatives  on  the 
sensitized  metal  plate.  As  to  whether 
a  photocomposing  machine  will  be 
required  in  the  initial  installation 
depends  somewhat  on  the  purse  of 
the  purchaser  and  the  character  of 
work  intended  for  production.  Many 
small  planograph  shops  find  a  vac¬ 
uum  frame  to  fill  their  needs  nicely, 
though  it  is  an  unquestionable  fact 
that  photocomposing  machines  are 
more  accurate,  especially  in  the  case 
of  simple  color  work,  where  accu¬

More  on  Planography 

QJ.  V.,  Billings,  has  a  series  of 
•  questions  pertaining  to  what 
is  commonly  known  as  “Planogra¬ 
phy”:  1)  What  equipment  is  needed 
for  a  small  plant;  2)  who  furnishes 
equipment;  3)  How  is  a  job  pro¬ 
duced;  4)  how  does  it  compare  with 
printing,  and  why  is  it  more  eco¬ 
nomical;  5)  is  it  practical  for  small 
jobs,  or  must  the  runs  be  large? 

A  Aside  from  the  offset  press 
required  for  actual  printing, 
the  process  of  platemaking  entails 
installation  of  the  following  equip¬ 
ment:  a  camera  equipped  with  half¬ 
tone  screen  gear,  halftone  screens 
(either  120-  or  133-line)  of  a  size  not 
smaller  than  11  x  14  inches,  a  good 
process  lens,  and  a  pair  of  arc  lamps 
of  not  less  than  35-amperes. 

The  above  is  the  actual  photo¬ 
graphic  equipment.  To  this  must  be 
added  tables  each  equipped  with  a 
glass  top  for  arrangement  of  nega¬ 
tives  and  work  thereon  —  such  as 
opaquing,  inserting  and  other  oper¬ 
ations.  Such  tables  are  usually  fitted 
with  a  light  source  underneath  the 
glass  plate,  so  that  light  is  trans¬ 
mitted  through  the  negatives  as  an 
aid  in  their  examination  and  ma¬ 
nipulation. 

A  whirler  for  sensitization  of  the 
metal  pressplates  is  also  a  necessary 
item;  its  size  is  obviously  common -

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images  on  the  respective  pressplates 
is  a  vital  necessity. 

An  arc  lamp  for  printing  down 
the  negatives  will  also  be  required; 
this  item  is  supplied  with  photo- 
composing  machines,  but  a  separate 
lamp  will  be  necessary  with  a  vacu¬ 
um  frame.  If  necessary,  in  the  case 
of  small  plants,  one  of  the  camera 
lamps  could  be  used  for  this  pur¬ 
pose.  In  general,  however,  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  a  separate  printing  lamp 
would  be  an  economical  investment 
—  interference  in  activity  between 
the  gallery  and  printing  room  would 
then  be  eliminated. 

The  items  just  mentioned  are  in¬ 
dispensable;  to  these  must  be  added 
sinks  for  the  camera  room  and 
platemaking  department,  tables  for 
development  of  pressplates,  racks 
for  pressplates,  and  facilities  for 
storage  of  the  photographic  nega¬ 
tives.

The  procedure  of  producing  an 
offset  pressplate  was  dealt  with  in 
the  previous  issue  of  this  depart¬ 
ment;  a  description  at  this  time 
would  be  needless  repetition. 

As  to  the  comparative  merits  of 
offset  and  letterpress  printing;  con¬ 
sidered  strictly  from  the  typo¬ 
graphic  standpoint,  the  reproduc¬ 
tion  of  type  matter  is  somewhat  less 
sharply  defined  than  is  the  case 
with  letterpress;  in  the  latter  form 
of  printing,  the  inked  type  form 
comes  into  actual  physical  contact 
with  the  paper,  resulting  in  a 
sharper  impression,  whereas  in  off¬ 
set  lithography,  the  image  on  the 
pressplate  is  really  a  photographic 
reproduction  of  the  original  text. 

This  does  not  imply,  however,  that 
type  matter  cannot  be  successfully 
reproduced;  improvements  in  pho¬ 
tographic  films  and  plates  permit  a 
very  high  degree  of  accuracy  in 
sharp  and  faithful  reproduction  of 
type  forms. 

Whereas  the  typographer  enjoys 
a  slight  advantage  in  sharp  printing 
on  smooth  surfaced  papers,  the  shoe 
is  on  the  other  foot  in  the  case  of 
antique  and  rough-surfaced  stock. 
Here  the  offset  lithographer  pos¬ 
sesses  the  advantage  of  a  flexible 
printing  surface  in  the  form  of  his 
rubber  blanket,  which  takes  the  ink 
from  the  pressplate  and  transfers  it 
to  the  paper  —  the  resiliency  of  the 
blanket  conforming  smoothly  to  the 
rough  texture  of  the  paper  surface. 
As  a  result,  very  attractive  work  can 
be  done  on  papers  that  many  a  let-

An  English  Friend  Replies 

The  following  constructive  and 
helpful  criticism  from  an  English 
friend  and  reader  of  The  Graphic 
Arts  Monthly  indicates  a  keen  inter¬ 
est  in  the  technical  subjects  pre¬ 
sented,  and  suggests  the  importance 
of  technical  accuracy  and  informa¬ 
tion  to  our  many  readers,  even 
though  space  limits  require  brevity 
in  detail.

which  measured  0.166044  inch.  This 
pica  divided  by  12  gives  0.013837  inch 
as  the  point  measurement,  72  points 
measuring  0.996264  inch.  Mr.  Rock¬ 
well  was  therefore  not  quite  accurate 
when  he  implied  that  0.014  inch  was 
the  measurement  of  one  point,  and 
that  72  points  equalled  one  inch.  Even 
the  difference  between  the  British  and 
United  States  standards  (one  inch 
against  0.9999997  inch)  will  not  ac¬ 
count  for  the  error. 

Again,  a  little  later  in  his  reply,  Mr. 
Rockwell  says :  “An  em  of  any  type 
size  means  the  square  of  that  size,” 
(his  italics).  That  statement  is  true 
for  all  type  except  that  cast  on  the 
Monotype  machine.  In  the  Monotype 
system  of  composition  we  have  em 
quads  which  are  not  square.  An  em 
quad  6  points  deep  may  be  composed 
and  cast  with  a  7  set  width,  and  a  7 
point  with  a  7%  set,  while  a  10-point 
type  may  have  a  9  %  em  quad. 

Several  places  of  decimals  may  be 
awkward  things  to  manipulate — but 
then  life  is  like  that.

The  term  “dragon’s  blood”  was 
formerly  applied  to  a  number  of 
resinous  substances,  but  at  present 
is  confined  to  a  natural  resin  exud¬ 
ing  from  the  fruits  of  Daemonorops 
(Calamus)  Draco,  one  of  the  ratan- 
palms  of  the  Malay  Archipelago. 
The  exudation  on  the  surface  of  the 
fruit  is  separated  by  friction,  or  by 
exposure  to  the  vapor  of  boiling 
water.

Dragon’s  blood  enters  the  market 
in  two  forms:  either  as  small  oval 
drops  (tear  dragon's  blood)  covered 
with  the  leaves  of  the  plant  and 
connected  in  a  row  like  beads;  or  in 
cylindrical  sticks  eighteen  inches 
long  and  about  half  an  inch  in  di¬ 
ameter,  covered  with  palm  leaves 
and  bound  with  slender  strips  of 


cane.  The  tear  dragon’s  blood  is 
the  best  variety;  unfortunately,  it 
is  the  most  frequently  adulterated. 
These  adulterations  or  impurities 
are  usually  wax  and  Pernambuco 
gum,  colored  to  resemble  the  pure 
product. 

Dragon’s  blood  is  soluble  in  alco¬ 
hol,  ether,  benzol,  chloroform,  gla¬ 
cial  acetic  acid,  and  also  in  the  vola¬ 
tile  and  fixed  oils,  forming  red  solu¬ 
tions,  and  employed  for  this  reason 
as  a  coloring  agent  for  pharmaceu¬ 
tical  preparations.  It  is  inodorous 
and  tasteless,  consists  chemically  of 
a  red  resin,  benzoic  acid,  together 
with  the  phosphates  and  oxalates  of 
calcium. 

In  its  natural  state,  dragon’s  blood 
is  not  suitable  for  photoengraving 
because  of  the  relatively  large  pro¬ 
portion  (8-30%)  of  insoluble,  non- 
resinous  substances,  such  as  earth, 
sand  and  woody  matter.  The  qual¬ 
ity  of  the  commercial  product  also 
varies  with  each  importation,  melt¬ 
ing  too  freely,  and  under  ordinary 
conditions  filling  up  fine  work  and 
causing  a  bad  shoulder  in  etching. 
It  must  therefore  undergo  a  stand¬ 
ardizing  and  controlling  process  be¬ 
fore  it  is  applicable  to  the  needs  of 
the  zinc  etcher.

is  doubtful  whether  much  of  the 
product  sold  for  the  purpose  of  zinc 
etching  is  of  a  high  degree  of  purity. 

When  ground  to  an  impalpable 
powder,  dragon’s  blood  forms  one  of 
the  best  acid  resists  known,  being 
the  basis  of  practically  all  com¬ 
mercial  etching  powders  used  in 
zincography.  It  is  also  used  occa¬ 
sionally  as  an  addition  to  litho¬ 
graphic  tusche  (substituting  lamp¬ 
black),  and  is  sometimes  employed 
as  a  pigment  for  the  carbon  tissue 
used  in  rotogravure. 

'The  substance  used  for  actual 
etching  of  zinc  photoengravings  is 
nitric  acid,  an  important  compound 
of  nitrogen  (HNO3),  sometimes 
called  “hydrogen  nitrate.”  It  is  a 
fuming,  very  caustic  and  corrosive 
liquid,  made  in  huge  quantities  by 
the  simple  action  of  sulfuric  acid  on 
sodium  nitrate,  and  also  directly 
manufactured  from  atmospheric  ni¬ 
trogen. 

In  a  pure  state  the  acid  is  a  color¬ 
less  liquid,  but  the  action  of  light, 
slightly  elevated  temperatures,  or 
traces  of  organic  matter  generally 
impart  a  slight  pale  amber  tint.

clear  pale  red-brown. 

It  is  one  of  the  most  powerful 
liquids  known,  attacking  all  except 
the  rare  metals,  such  as  gold,  plati¬ 
num,  iridium,  chromium  and  tung¬ 
sten.  The  commercial  strengths  of 
nitric  acid  are  38“  (56.5%),  40° 
(61.4%), 45“  (78.4%), and 48“  (92.6% 
of  HNO3) .  The  action  of  the  acid 
stains  the  skin  and  most  animal  tis¬ 
sues  an  indelible  yellow  color,  pro¬ 
ducing  painful  sores  in  contact  with 
human  skin. 

Because  of  its  fuming  character, 
great  caution  should  be  exercised  in 
the  handling  and  transporting  of 
the  acid.  In  the  event  of  accidental 
breakage  of  containers,  immediately 
neutralize  the  spilt  liquid  with  a  lib¬ 
eral  application  of  sodium  bicar¬ 
bonate  —  but  if  through  neglect,  the 
acid  has  been  allowed  to  attack  or¬ 
ganic  matter  —  leave  the  premises 
at  once,  so  as  to  preclude  danger  of 
nitrous  fume  poisoning.  The  active 
ingredient  of  nitrous  fumes  is  nitro¬ 
gen  dioxid,  an  acid  gas  exercising 
an  intensely  injurious  and  danger¬ 
ous  effect  on  the  mucous  mem¬ 
brane  of  the  respiratory  tract. 

The  first  mention  of  nitric  acid  as 
a  medium  for  etching  zinc  images 
into  relief  for  letterpress  printing 
was  Eberhard’s  suggestion  in  1805, 
but  the  actual  production  of  zinc 
etchings  was  accomplished  in  1840 
by  the  Viennese,  Blasius  Hofei. 
Photomechanical  zinc  etchings 
were  first  and  independently  pro¬ 
duced  in  1859  by  Sir  Henry  James, 
and  an  Australian,  named  Osborn. 
The  first  American  zinc  etchings 
were  probably  made  in  1867  by 
Charles  Henry,  in  company  with 
Arnold,  a  wood  engraver.

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Dull  Inks 


Q  Among  samples  received  by  a 
•  paper  mill,  showing  jobs  of 


paper  mill,  showing  jobs  of 
printing  done  by  various  printers, 
we  notice  a  dull-coated  paper  for  a 
silverware  company  that  is  very 
beautifully  printed  in  dull  ink  for 
both  the  halftone  and  the  color 
that  decorates  the  pages.  Alongside 
of  this  is  the  same  form  printed  on 
a  shiny  coated  paper  but  apparently 
in  the  same  dull  ink.  It  seems  to 
me  that  there  is  very  little  differ¬ 
ence  in  the  two  jobs  but  I  under¬ 
stand  that  printers  sometimes  have 
more  trouble  in  printing  dull-coated 
than  they  do  shiny-coated  paper. 
In  the  case  of  printing  dull  ink  like 
this  on  a  shiny  paper,  would  the 
printer  have  as  many  difficulties? 


A  There  are  three  degrees  of 
^  •  ink.  whfin  nonsidfirinff  thp 


^  •  ink,  when  considering  the 
question  of  light-reflection.  There 
is  the  flat  dull  ink,  which  was  ap¬ 
parently  used  on  the  sheets  you 
mention.  Then  there  is  the  semi- 
dull,  which  is  getting  to  be  more 
and  more  popular,  and  then  the 
regular  varnish  inks,  which  do  not 
have  the  dull  appearance.  If  you 
like  the  dull  effect  for  your  work 
and  if  your  layout  offers  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  a  good  deal  of  each  page 
to  be  covered  by  illustrations  or 
decorative  color,  the  glossy  coated 
papers,  printed  with  dull  ink,  offer 
a  very  happy  medium  to  get  the 
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effect  you  want  with  less  diflaculty 
than  the  printing  of  dull-coated 
papers.  Of  course,  that  part  of  each 
page  which  is  not  covered  with  ink 
will  be  shiny  to  the  point  of  having 
more  light  reflection  than  the  dull 
paper  and  you  have  to  watch  your 
type  pages  and  other  places  where 
type  appears  to  any  great  extent  so 
as  to  decide  whether  the  dull  effect 
of  the  paper  is  more  desirable  than 
the  dull  effect  of  the  illustration. 
We  are  sending  you  one  example 
that  we  happen  to  have  of  dull  ink 
printed  on  glossy  paper  where  the 
job  is  a  bleed  job  and  the  illustra¬ 
tions  cover  the  pages  quite  a  lot. 
This  particular  job  has  a  high  pho¬ 
tographic  value  and  while  the  dull 
ink  obviously  offers  some  added 
trouble  to  the  printer  because  of 
the  possibility  of  rubbing  when  the 
job  is  trimmed  or  handled  before 
trimming  and  afterwards  in  the 
bindery,  it  nevertheless  is  a  very 
beautiful  job  and  offers  a  pleasant 
suggestion,  both  to  printers  and  to 
advertisers  who  desire  to  get  the 
dull  effect  and  yet  use  a  glossy  pa¬ 
per,  which  in  itself  prints  more 
readily  and  handles  easier. 

Of  course,  if  brilliance  is  what 
you  want  and  enhanced  depth  of 
black  in  your  black  halftone,  then 
dull  ink  will  not  give  them  to  you. 
If  dark  photographic  values  are  de¬ 
sired  for  your  work,  the  dull  ink 
will  contribute  as  much  in  illus¬ 
trations  carrying  a  solid  black  back¬ 
ground  as  dull  paper,  as  far  as  the

Since  engravings  of  120  line 
screen  are  better  for  dull-coated 
paper  than  133,  and  since  120  line 
plates,  because  of  the  spread  of  ink 
on  dull-coated  papers,  actually  give 
133  line  value,  it  is  often  true  that 
133  line  plates  already  made  cause 
added  trouble  on  dull-coated  paper. 
On  jobs  where  133  line  plates,  hav¬ 
ing  already  been  made,  are  selected 
for  printing  on  dull-coated  paper, 
it  would  be  well  to  consider  the  pos¬ 
sibility  of  using  a  dull  ink  to  get  a 
dull  effect  and  printing  these  plates 
on  a  glossy  enamel. 

Embossed  Samples 

QWe  have  seen  some  samples 
•  of  printing  shown  us  hy  a  pa¬ 
per  salesman,  which  have  been  em¬ 
bossed  by  the  paper  mill  in  the 
sheets  after  the  job  was  printed  and 
then  returned  to  the  customer  to  be 
bound.  Is  this  a  practical  plan  and 
are  there  any  particular  advantages 
to  this  method  over  a  regular  peb¬ 
bling  job  we  might  have  done  here 
locally?  The  paper  salesman  pointed 
out  a  number  of  claims  which  seem 
to  be  substantiated  in  the  samples 
he  showed  us  but  couldn't  a  regular 
embossing  job  locally  do  just  as 
well?  Detroit. 

This  is  quite  an  interesting 
•  question  because  it  happens 
that  the  editor  is  familiar  with  the 
sheets  sent  to  the  paper  salesman 
in  Detroit,  having  handled  some  of 
the  details  in  connection  with  them. 
A  number  of  these  sheets  were  done 
just  to  see  what  would  happen.  One 
of  them  was  an  actual  job  wherein 
the  printer  sent  the  paper  after 
printing  back  to  the  mill  and  had 
the  sheets  run  through  the  regular 
plater  on  a  ripple  finish.  I  believe 
some  of  the  samples  you  saw  also 
were  in  finishes  like  linen  and  crash. 


The  one  interesting  result  of  this 
work  seemed  to  be  that  in  subjects 
such  as  shoes,  furs  and  clothing,  the 
ripple  plating  gave  a  semblance  of 
realism,  especially  in  the  shoes  and 
the  furs,  that  enhanced  the  result 
and  brought  the  job  out  of  the  ordi¬ 
nary  into  a  specialty  field  of  atten¬ 
tion  value. 

Of  course,  the  plating  of  the  pa¬ 
per  beforehand  for  letterpress  work, 
especially  coated  paper,  would  inter¬ 
fere  with  good  letterpress  printing. 
This  method  allows  the  printer  to  do 
a  nice  job  and  then  get  the  style 
feature  by  plating  afterwards,  re¬ 
trimming  the  paper,  when  it  goes 
back  to  him  before  being  bound,  or 
at  least  retrimming  one  edge. 

Whether  or  not  in  the  regular 
pebbling  process  there  is  a  wide 
enough  variety  of  design  to  accom¬ 
plish  the  same  results,  I  would  not 
know  as  to  your  locality  or  others. 
An  inquiry  on  your  part  would  an¬ 
swer  this  question. 

The  plating  done  by  the  mill  is 
naturally  an  extra  expense  in  han¬ 
dling  for  freight  back  to  the  mill 
and  returning  to  the  printer,  as  well 
as  the  usual  differential  charged  by 
paper  mills  for  the  plating  opera¬ 
tion.  It  does  seem  to  shine  up  the 
printing  on  coated  paper  almost  to 
the  extent  of  a  varnished  appear¬ 
ance  without  the  sticky  look  that 
varnish  sometimes  gives  or  the  dis¬ 
coloration  to  the  paper  by  the  var¬ 
nish. 

It  would  not  be  anticipated  by 
any  mill  that  there  could  be  much  of 
this  work  done  but  where  a  printer 
is  near  enough  at  hand  to  the  mill, 
or  a  mill  that  can  do  it  with  full 
plater  equipment,  it  is  interesting

Windshield  Stickers 

Q  Enclosing  samples  of  wind- 
•  shield  stickers  which  are 
pasted  on  the  inside  of  automobile 
windshields.  These  are  supposed 
to  last  from  six  months  to  a  year 
and  are  to  be  fade  proof.  I  am 
using  a  gum  sheet  printing  on  a 
platen  press,  running  two-up, 
printing  in  a  reflex  blue  on  the 
gum  side  of  the  sheet. 

I  am  troubled  with  the  ink 
spreading  when  too  much  water  is 
used  on  the  sticker.  There  is  also 
trouble  on  the  stickers  on  the 
windshield  due  to  the  ink  breaking 
up  due  to  the  sweating  of  the  glass. 
I  have  tried  several  different  inks 
without  success. 

You  had  previously  advised  us  to 
print  the  job  on  plain  paper  and 
have  it  gummed  after  printing. 
However  we  are  afraid  that  on  the 
quantities  we  have  to  run,  that  the 
cost  would  be  too  high  to  gum  after 
printing.  st.  Louis,  Mo. 

/t  As  you  stated,  to  print  first 
and  gum  afterwards  would 
be  expensive.  However,  you  are  en¬ 
deavoring  to  get  a  definite  result 
and  you  cannot  very  well  do  it  un¬ 
less  you  approach  the  problem  with 
the  proper  methods. 

If  you  do  not  desire  to  have  your 
ink  lift  when  moisture  is  applied, 
you  could  only  avoid  it  by  printing

first  on  blank  paper  and  applying 
the  glue  afterward.  The  point  is 
that  the  ink  does  not  have  proper¬ 
ties  to  penetrate  the  adhesive  and 
to  a  great  extent  amalgamates 
itself  with  the  adhesive,  becoming 
a  part  of  it,  and  when  moisture  is 
applied  it  is  likely  to  run  or  spread. 

While  I  would  like  to  be  of  as¬ 
sistance  to  you,  there  is  no  sense 
of  you  attempting  to  do  the  proc¬ 
ess.  Windshield  stickers  in  the 
main  are  either  Decalcomania  or 
printed  and  then  gummed. 

Work  of  this  nature  could  be  run 
in  a  full  sheet  and  be  gummed 
after  printing  by  any  firm  special¬ 
izing  in  finishing.  It  is  only 
through  this  method  that  you  could 
get  the  perfect  results  that  you  de¬ 
sire.  If  it  is  just  simply  a  job  that 
narrows  down  to  a  matter  of  price, 
you  cannot  give  any  better  results 
than  you  are  at  present  doing. 

Typewriter  Type 

QI  have  a  case  full  of  Under- 
•  wood  typewriter  type  for  silk 
printing  that  I  try  to  use  to  good 
advantage  in  reproducing  imitation 
typewriter  but  it  is  one  difficult 
proposition  to  get  the  ink  just  right 
not  to  have  it  run  to  the  edges.  I 
use  bond  ink,  and  add  just  enough 
mimeograph  ink  (the  glycerine 
kind),  to  make  the  ink  run  through 
the  silk. 

Now  I  was  wondering  whether  I 
could  send  in  my  case  full  of  type

Use  your  talents  to  produce  GOOD  PRINTING  and  not  in  trying 
to  avoid  the  use  of  something  which  has  such  value  and  which 
costs  so  little,  and  without  which  so  much  can  be  destroyed.

.013837  inch.  Mr.  Rockwell,  how¬ 
ever,  being  a  typecasting  machine 
man,  has  undoubtedly  accepted  the 
convenient  .014  inch  as  the  unit, 
inasmuch  as  for  certain  purposes 
both  Intertype  and  Mergenthaler 
use  .014  inch.  In  a  letter  to  us,  H. 
R.  Freund,  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
Intertype  Corporation,  writes,  “our 
standard  point  measurement  is 
.014"  for  slug  thickness  and  .01388" 
for  slug  length  measurement.  These 
slug  measurements  are  used  in  the 
manufacture  of  our  molds  and  lin¬ 
ers.  However,  there  is  a  shrinkage 
which  takes  place  upon  chilling  the 
slugs  after  casting,  this  shrinkage 
being  at  the  rate  of  about  .003"  per 
inch.  Therefore,  deducting  the 
amount  the  slug  shrinks  after  cast¬ 
ing,  the  length  measurement  of 
slugs  on  Intertype  machines  is  al¬ 
most  identical  to  Type  Foundry’s 
measure,  while  the  slug  thickness 
measurement  is  somewhat  higher 
than  standard  type  foundry’s  meas¬ 
urement  when  using  liners  based 
on  the  point  of  .014  inch.” 

And  from  C.  H.  Griffith,  we  learn 
that  Mergenthaler  Linotype  Com¬ 
pany,  uses  .014"  as  the  measurement 
for  the  point  for  the  length  of  line 
(to  provide  allowance  for  shrink¬ 
age)  although  this  company  uses 
.01383"  as  the  point  measurement  in 
the  manufacture  of  matrices. 

In  this  connection,  it  has  been  in¬ 
teresting  to  us  to  learn  that  W.  E. 
Wines  of  the  American  New'spaper 
Publishers’  Association  is  author  of 
the  statement  that  at  least  three 
values  of  the  point  are  in  use  among 
American  equipment  manufactur¬ 
ers,  and  that  surprising  as  it  may 
„  seem,  these  decimal  variations  do 
take  on  significance,  especially  in 
newspaper  plants.

plant’s  regular  force  in  eight  days’ 
time. 

Wilfred  T.  Benson,  editor  and 
publisher,  claims  “some  kind  of  a 
world’s  record”  for  his  publication, 
but  is  not  certain  just  what  kind  of 
a  record  to  claim.  The  entire  edi¬ 
tion  was  set  by  one  operator  on  the 
“sorriest  linotype  in  the  state;” 
made  up  by  one  makeup  man  “who 
had  just  married  and  started  house¬ 
keeping;”  and  printed  by  a  press¬ 
man  who  had  never  before  in  his 
life  fed  a  cylinder  press.  Every  pub¬ 
lisher  is  more  or  less  familiar  with 
the  thousand-and-one  difidculties  in 
the  way  of  producing  a  special  edi¬ 
tion,  and  when  all  of  Brother  Ben¬ 
son’s  troubles  are  added  to  the  usual 
run,  his  achievement  becomes  the 
more  pronounced. 

The  entire  edition  was  wire- 
stitched  into  a  handy  volume,  con¬ 
tained  illustrated  sections  devoted 
to  Scenic  Beauties  of  Covington 
County,  School  Review,  Agriculture, 
Churches  and  Women’s  Clubs,  His¬ 
tory  and  Business  Review,  and  sto¬ 
ries  concerning  other  towns  of  the 
county.  Aside  from  the  business 
writeups,  about  50  per  cent  of  the 
edition  was  occupied  by  display  ad¬ 
vertising.

on  racks  to  dry.  The  signatures  are  \ 
all  gathered  by  hand  and  a  special  1 
operation  is  performed  for  round- 
ing.  In  binding,  the  signatures  are  t 
separated  by  stubs  so  that  their  dots  - 
cannot  be  depressed  by  adjacent  » 
pages.  A  special  machine  fed  by  six  ' 
wire  coils  clamps  or  stitches  the  t 
signatures  to  each  other.  ? 

With  the  high  cost  of  production  i 
and  the  limited  incomes  of  many  i 
blind  people,  printing  for  them  P 
could  naturally  not  be  conducted  at  i 
a  profit.  Even  at  cost,  the  books  \ 
would  be  prohibitive  so  the  Federal  " 
Government  has  not  only  estab-  ; 
lished  a  subsidy,  but,  under  special  | 
act  of  Congress,  permits  the  free  t 
mailing  of  books  for  the  blind.  * 
Many  publications,  too,  are  spon¬ 
sored  by  various  societies  and  asso-  | 
ciations.  Libraries,  imfortunately,  J 
as  a  rule,  lack  sufficient  funds  with  ^ 
which  to  purchase  Braille  books, 
but,  in  some  instances,  the  donation 
of  these  volumes  is  made  possible 
by  various  clubs  and  organizations. 

One  hundred  copies  of  a  book  is 
considered  a  large  run,  and  more 
frequently  only  thirty  or,  at  most, 
fifty,  copies  are  printed.  The  actual 
cost  of  “Braining”  the  average  book 
varies  from  $500  to  $1000,  but  this 
sum  also  enables  the  Institute  to 
supply  a  limited  number  to  the  reg¬ 
ional  libraries  which  maintain  spe¬ 
cial  departments  for  the  blind. 

Actually  there  are  five  systems  of 
writing  employed  by  the  blind,  but 
the  two  which  are  internationally 
pre-eminent  are  the  Braille  and 
Moon. 

The  Braille  Institute  of  America, 
Inc.,  published  three  monthly  peri¬ 
odicals,  two  in  Braille  and  one  in 
Moon  type.  March  of  Events  con¬ 
tains  international  news  in  Braille, 
the  Braille  Mirror  has  much  the

same  make-up  but  the  treatment  is 
in  lighter  vein.  The  third  periodical, 
Nett)  Moon,  was  first  issued  in  Janu¬ 
ary  1934.  It  is  printed  in  Moon  type 
and  has  a  similar  content  to  the 
March  of  Events  with  world  wide 
news,  travel,  inventions,  science,  oc¬ 
casional  short  stories,  editorials  and 
general  magazine  make-up.  Most  of 
the  material  for  all  three  magazines 
is  reprint  copy  from  the  leading  ink 
print  journals.  All  illustrations  for 
both  magazines  and  books  are  done 
by  hand  stamping. 

The  magazines  are  printed  on  dry 
stock  on  rotary  presses  which  have 
a  production  of  about  15,000  pages 
an  hour.  A  paper  roll  is  used  on 
these  rotary  presses  the  same  as  in 
a  newspaper  press,  except  that  it  is 
cut  for  four  pages.  The  same  plates 
are  used  as  in  book  work,  except 
that  they  are  cut  in  half  for  plac¬ 
ing  on  the  cylinders.  Great  care  is 
exercised  in  adjusting  the  plates,  as 
otherwise  the  dots  on  the  reverse  of 
the  printed  page  would  overlap  and 
obliterate  or  blur  each  other  in  ex¬ 
actly  the  same  manner  as  those  pre¬ 
pared  for  books. 

Equipment  has  also  been  devel¬ 
oped  so  that  both  books  and  mag¬ 
azines  may  be  published  in  Moon 
type.  This  is  a  method  of  reading 
found  much  easier  to  acquire  by 
adult  blinded  people.  It  consists  of 
raised  designs  closely  following  the 
outlines  of  our  alphabet.  These  are 
sufficiently  large  so  that  the  finger¬ 
tips,  for  easy  transcription,  do  not 
have  to  be  so  highly  sensitive  as  in 
Braille  reading. 

American  printers  have  not  found 
it  profitable  to  equip  their  plants 
for  Moon  printing  so  all  the  works 
in  this  type  have  hitherto  been  pub¬ 
lished  in  England  from  movable 
type.  An  unique  method  of  produc¬ 
tion  assures  the  English  publisher  a 
return  on  his  investment  before  the 
books  are  produced,  as  the  market 
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Ju^y 

is  first  assiduously  solicited  to  pre¬ 
determine  the  exact  number  to 
print.  As  soon  as  the  work  is  pub¬ 
lished,  the  type  is  distributed  and 
used  for  other  work.  It  has  been 
estimated  that  30,000  volumes  in 
Moon  type,  printed  in  England, 
were  circulated  in  American  libra¬ 
ries  in  1931.  So  on  the  premise  that 
there  is  a  large  need  for  a  current 
news  magazine  for  the  elderly  blind. 
New  Moon  is  being  issued  and,  be¬ 
ing  the  first  of  its  kind  ever  pub¬ 
lished  in  America,  it  marks  a  new 
era  in  journalism  for  the  blind. 

The  method  of  printing  is  the 
same  to  which  American  Moon 
readers  have  been  accustomed  in 
English  Moon  printing,  except  that 
each  line  reads  from  left  to  right  as 
with  inkprint  copy.  In  English 
Moon  printing,  for  some  reason  the 
printing  goes  from  left  to  right  in 
one  line,  and  in  the  opposite  direc¬ 
tion  on  the  line  below,  and  so  on 
alternately. 

Specimen  copies  of  the  new  mag¬ 
azine  were  circulated  in  June  and 
December  of  1933  to  several  hun¬ 
dred  readers  and  by  the  time  the 
first  official  issue  went  to  press, 
more  than  two  thousand  blind  read¬ 
ers  in  widely  separated  districts  had 
expressed  an  interest  in  the  publica¬ 
tion. 

The  magazine  is  being  issued  to 
the  blind  at  special  rates  much  be¬ 
low  actual  publishing  cost,  one  of 
the  activities  of  the  Braille  Institute 
being  to  supply  literature  to  the 
blind  at  prices  they  can  afford  to 
pay  below  publishing  cost,  and  free 
to  those  unable  to  pay  anything. 

Until  the  Braille  Institute  of 
America  equipped  its  printing  plant 
for  Moon  printing  in  1933,  books  on 
the  Moon  type  could  not  be  printed 
in  this  country,  and  the  Institute 
remains  the  only  organization  in 
the  nation  equipped  for  such  print¬ 
ing  today.

the  proper  committees  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Paper  Trade  Association  to 
be  instructed  to  convey  this  infor¬ 
mation  to  the  manufacturers,  and 
continue  vigorously  their  efforts  to 
eliminate  this  evil. 

Ask  National  Standardized 
Policies 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  in  many 
markets  through  cooperative  efforts 
of  printers  and  paper  merchants, 
credit  policies  have  been  developed 
resulting  in  material  benefits  to 
both,  the  joint  committee  resolved 
that  “it  is  the  sense  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  that  these  policies  should  be 
further  standardized  and  extended 
nationally.” 

In  reviewing  the  action  of  the 
joint  committee  back  in  the  Capital 
City,  Committee  chairman  Donald 
L.  Boyd,  of  the  Standard  Printing 
and  Publishing  Co.  of  Huntington 
West  Va.,  told  the  Graphic  Arts 
Monthly  that  there  was  existing  at 
the  present  time  plenty  of  printing 
equipment  to  take  care  of  printing 
demands. 

“There  is  therefore  no  need  for 
private  individuals  to  go  into  the 
printing  business  for  themselves,” 
Mr.  Boyd  stated. 

Speaking  of  price  differences  Mr. 
Boyd  stated  that  “it  is  apparent 
with  anti-trust  laws  strengthened 
by  the  Supreme  Court  decision  de¬ 
stroying  the  NRA  that  any  efforts 
for  accomplishing  price  differentials 
seem  impractical  for  legal  reasons.”

evenness  of  tone  in  the  finished  job. 
Consequently,  we  would  advise  that 
a  little  less  space  be  placed  after 
the  comma  —  also  that  a  trifle  less 
space  follow  the  period,  as  there  is 
considerable  white  space  above 
these  tiny  punctuation  marks,  and 
the  reader  does  not  stop  to  analyze 
spacing  as  he  translates  type  into 
words  and  thoughts.  It  is  also  well 
to  study  the  formation  of  succeed¬ 
ing  words  following  punctuation 
points  in  composition.  With  a  little 
practice  this  becomes  second  na¬ 
ture,  and  does  not  retard  speed,  but 
adds  much  to  the  finished  proof. 
The  example  herewith  will  serve  to 
illustrate  the  point. 


The  matter  of  spacing  around 
punctuation  marks  is  deserving 
of  more  attention  than  it  usu- 
ally  receives.  A  little  less  space 
after  the  comma,  looks  better; 
less  space  after  periods  follow¬ 
ing  capitals,  as  in  A.W.  Smith; 
sometimes  ’tis  well  to  omit  the 
spaces  after  periods  in  abbrevi¬ 
ations  set  in  small  capitals,  as: 
9:30  A.M.,  2  P.M.,  255  R.P.M.,etc.

terpress  printer  would  not  even  at-  I 
tempt  to  utilize.  I 

Some  objection  has  been  raised  | 
in  the  past  to  the  weak,  gray  or  *, 
“washed-out”  appearance  of  offset  J 
impressions,  especially  in  the  cheap¬ 
er  grades  of  planography.  With  the  » 
use  of  a  good  quality  of  ink  and  by  ' 
intelligent  control  of  the  water  con-  i 
tent  on  the  surface  of  the  grained  ^ 
plate,  there  is  no  reason  why  rich,  ! 
lustrous  impressions  cannot  also  be  , 
obtained  on  the  offset  press.  We  j 
have  repeatedly  seen  specimens  of  1 
good  offset  printing  that  could  \ 
hardly  be  distinguished  from  letter- 
press —  this  is  especially  the  case 
with  the  employment  of  deep  etch  \ 
plates,  which  carry  a  slightly  larger  \ 
volume  of  ink  on  the  image.  ^ 

When  printing  from  type  is  con-  » 
sidered,  offset  possesses  no  econom¬ 
ical  advantage  in  short  runs.  The  1 
printer  can  print  direct  from  his 
type  form;  the  lithographer  must 
first  reproduce  it  by  photography  | 
and  create  a  photomechanical 
image  on  his  pressplate.  But  where 
illustrations,  ruled  forms,  letter¬ 
heads  and  duplicate  copies  of  text 
matter  are  in  question,  offset  un¬ 
doubtedly  is  more  economical,  since 
expensive  photoengravings  are  not 
required;  in  many  cases,  the  work 
can  be  delivered  to  the  customer  be¬ 
fore  the  printer  receives  the  plates 
from  the  engraving  house.  The  off¬ 
set  lithographer  need  merely  repro¬ 
duce  his  copy  photomechanically, 
print  the  negative  down  on  his 
pressplate,  and  after  development 
of  the  image,  the  plate  is  ready  for 
attachment  to  the  press.  It  is  en¬ 
tirely  possible  to  receive  the  copy  in 
the  morning,  and  have  the  offset 
impressions  in  the  hands  of  the 
client  the  same  evening  —  if  the 


Inly 
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edition  is  only  several  hundred 
copies. 

Regarding  the  adaptability  of  off¬ 
set  lithography  to  both  small  and 
large  assignments,  it  might  be  said 
that  orders  for  100  copies  can  be 
just  as  expeditiously  produced  as 
orders  for  100,000  or  more  impres¬ 
sions.  Basically  considered,  the 
same  operations  of  platemaking  are 
brought  into  play;  in  the  case  of 
very  small  runs,  several  jobs  may 
be  grouped  on  one  pressplate.  With 
larger  editions,  duplicate  images 
may  be  photoprinted  on  the  plate; 
these  will  be  the  equivalent  of  elec¬ 
trotypes  in  letterpress.  In  this  di¬ 
rection,  a  photocomposing  machine 
is  very  convenient,  because  dupli¬ 
cate'  exposures  can  be  made  with 
ease  and  facility,  to  say  nothing  of 
accuracy  of  placement.
